j SERIOUS  EFFECT  OF  SAVINGS  BANKS  ON 
1 NEW  YORK  CITY  LAND  OWNERSHIP. 

DISINHERITANCE  OF  THE  PEOPLE. 

The  Remedy — Remarkable  Showing  of  Two  Years’  Ex- 
perience— Eliminating  the  Middleman. 

I In  1810  the  cities  of  the  Union  contained  3 per  cent. 

I of  the  population,  in  1890  over  30  per  cent.,  and  the 
ratio  increases  rapidly.  In  1810  city  property  was 
owned  by  the  masses.  In  1890  three-fourths  of  Man- 
!,  hattan  Island  was  owned  by  less  than  one-fourth  the 

^ residents.  All  agree  that  New  York  City  improved 

i property  is  the  very  choicest  investment  in  the  country. 
Why  then  are  the  people  disinherited?  It  is  not 
because  they  are  poor.  They  have  in  the  twenty-five 
savings  banks  of  the  city  $400,000,000  cash.  But  the 
\ reason  the  people  are  without  New  York  City  property 
' is  because  their  own  money  is  used  by  the  few  to 

j absorb  the  city  land,  and  leave  the  owners  of  the 

money  landless.  There  is  but  one  reason  for  muni- 
cipal corruption : The  masses  are  disinherited.  There 
j is  but  one  solution : The  re-entrance  of  the  people 

into  ownership  of  municipal  real  estate. 

A very  rich  absorber  of  city  land  recently  bought  a 
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valuable  corner.  He  went  to  the  savings  bank  and 
borrowed  the  people’s  money  to  improve  it.  It  doubles 
in  value  and  pays  10  per  cent,  while  doing  so.  The 
people  receive  only  3 or  4 per  cent,  for  the  use  of  their 
money  and  no  increase  of  principal.  ' 

Brass  plates  are  placed  on  houses  in  Paris  inscribed : 
“This  is  the  property  of,”  naming  owner.  Such  plates 
are  not  used  in  New  York  by  large  real-estate  holders. 
It  would  disclose  the  enormous  absorption  of  land  by 
individuals  and  create  popular  resentment.  There 
would  be  no  resentment  if  the  people  were  also  owners. 

Considerations  of  this  nature  led  Mr.  Charles 
Wyllys  Cass  two  years  ago  to  seek  a solution  of  these 
dangerous,  unnatural  and  inequitable  conditions. 

Mr.  Cass  was  general  counsel  of  the  Pittsburgh, 
Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad  for  ten  years,  suc- 
ceeding Samuel  J.  Tilden.  In  1893  he  retired  from  the 
practice  of  law,  to  develope  the  Cass  Realty  Corpora- 
tion as  a permanent,  financial  institution  of  New  York 
City. 

The  great  advantages  Mr.  Cass’s  solution  of  the 
problem  are  material,  of  course,  but  the  moral  advan- 
tage is  none  the  less  important — the  full  preservation 
of  individual  initiative  effort  and  independence. 

The  theory  of  running  a sa\ings  bank  is,  first,  get 
the  most  money  possible  from  the  people ; second,  get 
it  for  as  low  interest  as  possible;  third,  make  the 
most  out  of  it  for  the  owners  of  the  bank.  The 
bank,  therefore,  is  the  direct  business  antagonist  of 
the  depositor.  The  more  interest  the  depositor  makes 
the  less  profit  to  the  bank.  The  smaller  sum  the 
depositor  gets,  the  bigger  the  slice  which  goes  to  the 
banks.  Formerly  competition  between  the  banks  for 
deposits  raised  the  interest  to  depositors.  In  the 
panic  of  1893,  however,  it  was  shown  that  the  savings 
banks  were  in  a “combine”  and  acted  as  a unit  in 
asking  for  delay  of  a month  or  two  in  honoring  the 
cash  demands  of  their  depositors. 
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This  was  a revelation  to  small  investors,  and  out  of 
revelation  came  revolution.  The  first  question  was, 
how  could  the  people’s  savings  be  invested  with  more 
safety*?  Secondly,  how  could  the  depositors  get  a 
better  interest  for  their  deposits  and  a share  of  the 
colossal  profits  made  by  the  middleman — the  savings 
banks — from  the  use  of  the  people’s  money? 

The  solution  was  simple:  1.  A combination  of 

depositors  ; 2.  Investment  of  deposits  in  New  York 
City  property  only ; 3.  Cash  surplus  to  pay  back  to 
depositors  who  needed  their  money ; 4.  An  equal  dis- 
tribution of  profits. 

This  was  an  improvement  on  savings  banks,  first,  in 
increased  safety,  as  the  money  could  only  be  invested 
in  New  York  City  real  estate  and  no  wildcat  speculsi- 
tion ; secondly,  the  enormous  profits  of  the  banks 
would  be  added  to  the  3 or  4 per  cent,  paid  by  the 
banks  to  depositors,  and  all  of  it  would  belong  to  the 
depositors ; thirdly,  when  the  depositors  wanted  their 
money  from  the  banks  and  could  not  get  it,  spot  cash, 
they  were  troubled,  for  they  felt  that  everything 
depended  on  the  honesty  and  ability  of  the  bank 
officers  only  (and  in  panic  times  people  lose  confidence, 
and  experience  teaches,  justly  so),  while  with  the  new 
method  the  depositors  would  be  owners  of  their  prop- 
erty, which  was  real  estate  in  New  York  City,  the  best 
and  most  profitable  investment  in  the  country,  and 
they  could  rest  easy  in  serene  security  under  all  cir- 
cumstances. 
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THE  SAVINGS  BANKS  EVIL 


THEIR  INFLUENCE  AND  OPERATION 
LARGELY  THE  CAUSE  OF  MUNICI- 
PAL CORRUPTION. 

SAVINGS  USED  AGAINST  SAVERS. 

Millionaires  Making  Fortune  Off  Wage-Earners’ 
Deposits — Cream  to  the  Bank,  Skim  Milk 
TO  THE  Depositors. 

Municipal  corruption  is  an  acknowledged  fact.  The 
one  great  problem  of  the  day  is  city  government. 
Civilization  is  forcing  the  people  out  of  the  isolation 
of  pastoral  pursuits  into  the  full  tide  of  life  found 
only  in  the  great  cities.  From  one-thirtieth  of  the 
people  living  in  cities  in  1810  the  number  is  now  one- 
third.  Soon  it  will  be  one-half  and  then  three-fourths. 

Shrewd  capitalists  have  noted  this  tendency  of  the 
masses  to  concentrate  within  great  centres,  and  they 
have  seized  and  continue  to  absorb  the  land  on  which 
these  people  must  dwell  and  transact  business.  With 
the  birth  of  every  child,  the  coming  of  every  stranger, 
the  driving  of  every  nail,  that  land  increases  in  value 
and  makes  for  its  owners  fabulous  fortunes.  Concur- 
rently with  the  swelling  of  city  population  the  absorp- 
tion of  city  land  goes  on,  and  as  New  York  City 
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reaches  the  2,000,000  mark  in  population  we  find  that 
twenty  men  out  of  every  -hundred  own  the  soil  and 
eighty  men  are  the  renters.  This  movement  is  only 
approaching  now  full  tide,  and  the  disproportion  in 
the  numbers  of  owners  and  renters  is  rapidly  becom- 
ing  greater  and  greater. 

The  cry  has  gone  up  over  municipal  corruption,  and 
in  every  walk  of  life  is  manifested  some  evidence  of 
the  pei^  to  property  and  to  the  security  and  peace  of 
the  individual. 

This  peril  to  free  institutions  is  a new  growth.  It 
has  been  forced  suddenly  upon  the  attention  of  schol- 
ars and  statesmen.  It  comes  as  a natural  consequence 
of  new  conditions. 

The  price  of  city  land  has  already  advanced  enor- 
mously, and  the  ablest  minds  clearly  see  that  with  the 
trend  of  population  to  the  cities  this  advance  has  only 
just  begun.  In  New  York  a sale  the  past  weak  at  the 
corner  of  Pine  and  Nassau  streets  brought  almost  $2 
a square  inch  for  the  land  alone,  the  building  to  be 
destroyed  to  make  room  for  one  more  modern.  The 
price  paid  was  $270.27  per  square  foot.  In  the  older 
city  of  London  the  price  already  reached  is  $700  per 
square  foot.  The  prices  of  to-day  are  prophetic  of  the 
future  value  of  every  foot  of  land  on  Manhattan 
Island.  The  trained  investor  has  noted  the  situation, 
and  every  effort  is  strained  by  capitalists  and  those  in 
command  of  money  to  increase  their  holdings  of  land 
within  the  business  limits  of  the  great,  and  soon  to  be 
greater,  city  of  New  York. 

In  the  mad  race  for  the  soil  within  these  charmed 
limits  the  ordinary  citizen  has  been  driven  to  the  wall. 
The  price  of  even  the  smallest  plot  has  passed  beyond 
his  individual  means,  and  as  a result  many  honest  men 
and  voters  to-day  live  aliens  from  the  soil  of  the  city  of 
their  birth,  and  until  within  the  past  two  years  with- 
out hope  or  ambition  of  ever  again  becoming  identified 
with  what  is  rightfully  theirs. 
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Such  is  the  inevitable  outcome  of  a monopoly  of  the 
soil.  The  larger  holders  of  land  in  New  York  City  have 
come  to  appreciate  the  great  fact  that  the  safety  of 
their  own  professions  lies  in  the  re- entrance  of  the 
people  into  a co-O’wnership  of  the  land,  and  a partici- 
pation with  them  in  the  superb  income  yielded  by  it 
and  the  enormous  profits  growing  out  of  its  steady 
advance  in  values. 

Perhaps  the  most  powerful  agency  in  expelling  the 
masses  from  the  land  has  been  their  own  savings. 
The  savings  banks  have  accepted  the  deposits  of  the 
savers,  and  have  lent  these  deposits  of  the  wage-earners 
to  the  land  monopolizers.  Instead  of  managing  this 
enormous  fund  of  the  people  in  the  interest  of  the 
masses,  it  has  been  used  by  the  banks  to  disinherit 
them.  The  four  hundred  millions  of  deposits  at  the 
disposal  of  the  twenty-five  savings  banks  of  New  York 
City  are  more  than  sufficient  to  secure  title  for  these 
depositors  of  all  the  choice  land  annually  coming  on 
the  market.  But  instead  of  using  the  money  for  this 
purpose,  these  enormous  deposits  have  been  invested 
by  the  banks  in  the  interest  of  the  men  who  own  the 
banks,  and  only  the  pittance  of  3 or  4 per  cent,  has 
been  thrown  to  the  depositors  for  the  use  of  their 
money.  Even  wage-earners’  deposits  have  been  used 
against  the  same  wage-earners,  borrowed  by  capitalists 
with  which  to  wage  war  upon  their  striking  workmen. 
The  entire  assessed  value  of  all  the  personal  property 
and  real  estate  of  New  York  City  is  two  thousand  mil- 
lions of  dollars.  The  deposits  of  working  people  in 
the  city  savings  banks  are  equal  to  nearly  one-fifth  of 
this  whole  sum,  and  when  these  deposits  are  used  in 
the  real  interest  of  the  working  people  by  admitting 
them  into  the  great  profits  of  ownership  of  city  land, 
there  will  no  longer  be  any  “problem”  of  municipal 
government.  The  people  themselves  will  again  be  in- 
terested, and  woe  to  the  public  or  private  scalawags 
who  seek  to  plunder  them. 
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In  1872  there  was  sufficient  pubhc  opinion  left  to 
imprison  Tweed,  but  in  1896  the  prosecutions  follow- 
ing the  Lexow  revelations  are  practically  without  re- 
sults, and  the  recent  election  showed  that  the  people 
are  again  without  interest  in  the  outcome. 

For  many  years  Charles  WyUys  Cass,  Esq.,  has  been 
a watchful  and  a deeply  interested  observer  of  the 
trend  of  population,  the  growth  of  cities  and  the  social 
phenomena  resulting  from  the  changing  conditions  of 
the  country.  Two  years  ago  he  saw  clearly  that  unless 
means  were  taken  to  readmit  the  masses  into  owner- 
ship of  the  land,  honest  city  government  was  doomed. 
He  retired  from  the  practice  of  the  law  and  inaugu- 
^ rated  the  movement  looking  to  the  re- entrance  of  the 
people  into  city  land  ownership.  He  was  then  forty 
years  old,  a graduate  of  Princeton,  of  Columbia  Law 
School,  and  possessing  a wide  experience  in  dealing 
with  corporate  and  financial  problems  of  magnitude. 
His  granduncle  was  the  illustrious  Gen.  Lewis  Cass, 
his  father  Gen.  George  Washington  Cass,  who  built 
the  first  iron  bridge,  first  demonstrated  the  wheat- 
growing power  of  the  Northwest  on  his  world-famed 
Dalrymple  farm,  was  the  first  President  of  the  Consol- 
idated Adams  Express  Company  and  a pioneer  in 
American  development. 

Two  years  ago  Mr.  Cass  brought  his  talents  and  ex- 
perience to  a solution  of  the  honest  city  government 
question.  He  perceived  how  deep-rooted  was  the  dis- 
^ ease.  He  knew  that  to  have  honest  government  the 
people  must  be  interested  in  and  not  be  excluded  from 
the  soil.  He  saw  how  worse  than  useless  was  the 
foolish  treatment  of  the  mere  corrupt  symptoms  of  the 
inward  cause.  He  realized  that  the  interest  of  the 
people  alone  must  be  enlisted  to  accomplish  any  real 
and  permanent  reforms.  And  this  interest  must  be 
awakened  along  purely  business  lines..  He  found  that 
savings  of  the  people  had  been  diverted  from  their 
most  efficient  use  in  behalf  of  the  depositors,  and 
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that  no  machinery  of  investment  had  been  provided  to 
enable  the  people  to  use  their  savings  to  gain  title  to 
the  land,  but  that  the  savings  of  wage-earners  were 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  land  speculators  and  ab- 
sorbers, yielding  millions  in  profits  to  all  the  handlers 
of  wage-earners’  money  and  a petty  4 per  cent,  only 
to  the  owner  of  that  money.  He  farther  saw  that 
there  was  no  security  whatever  to  the  depositor,  ex- 
cept the  honesty  of  tho  twenty-five  savings  banks 
officials  of  this  city.  The  depositors  had  no  title  to 
anything,  and  stood  only  as  mere  lenders  of  money  to 
an  institution,  and  which,  if  it  should  fail  by  dishon- 
esty or  bad  management,  would  leave  them  to  share 
only  pro  rata  in  what  was  left  after  the  receivers  had  j 
been  choked  off  from  further  manipulation  of  the 
assets.  > ' 

In  their  hunger  for  the  land,  he  found  the  people 
driven  to  the  far  distant  suburbs,  where  lots  are  un- 
salable after  purchase  and  where  this  generation  can 
hardly  hope  for  a profit.  He  found  them  struggling 
through  long  years  of  exactions,  high  interest  rates, 
fines,  penalties,  forfeitures  and  assessments,  trying  to 
secure  a modest  homo  at  least  through  building  and 
loan  associations,  many  of  them  falling  by  the  wayside 
in  the  unequal  contest.  With  all  these  factors  in  mind 
he  determined  to  provide  the  means  by  which  at  legist 
the  frugal,  careful,  prudent,  honest  citizens,  no  matter 
how  meagre  their  savings,  could  invest  in  the  very 
choicest  lands  and  buildings  in  the  heart  of  New  York,  , 
alongside  of  the  holdings  of  the  oldest  and  richest 
and  largest  owners  of  city  real  estate.  ► 

He  established  the  Cass  Realty  Corporation  (char- 
tered under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York.)  He 
provided  that  any  workingman  or  woman,  with  only 
one  dollar,  or  five  dollars,  ten,  fifty,  one  hundred,  a 
thousand,  or  more,  could  deposit  the  money  in  this  in- 
stitution, and  it  should  be  invested  in  real  estate  on
